RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 25.—Frank

Red's tlie Color Scheme 


Be sure your breeches do not bind 


over the knee. 
A day's horse-back 


ride -with bound knees will lame you. 
:n selecting mackinaw clothing the 
nore red you get in the less Hfceli- 
lood there is of some other hunter 
mistaking you for a dining room tro- 
phy. 
In duck aod shore bird shooting

About Yonr Armament 


Now about the rifle and shotgun. 


Most big game hunters only buy one 
rifle. 
A 30-30 is big enough for' deer 


and black bear. It is not suitable for 
either moose or grizzlies. If you are 
going to hunt moose get a rifle with 
large enough caliber to make a-hole, 
a big hole. 
Many wounded moose 


are sought—few are found. 


With a hole, a big hole, there -is 


blood to track with. Remember that. 
It's mighty important. The range of 
your shotgun depends quite largely on 
length of barrel. 
For 
ducks you 


need a longer barrel than for quail 
and rabbits. If you use a single bar- 
rel gun, my 
suggestion 
woujd 
be 


either a 28 or 30-inch barrel, modi- 
fied choke. 12 gauge. This of course 
for the "every-day" hunter who buys 
•only one shotgun.

REAFFIRM POLICY 


(Special from the Tobacco Growers 


News Bureau.) 


RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 24.— The 


directors of"the Tobacco Growers As- 
sociation at their monthly meeting 
today, reaffirmed the policy of tfci 
association in stating that they wu. 
hold all member landords liable for 
the delivery of all tobacco grown 
upon their land, according to M. O 
Wilson, secretary of the board. 


The tobacco association's director? 


decided today to make no further de- 
ductions from landlord members be- 
cause of deliveries by non member 
tenants of tobacco grown upon' their 
land to parties other than the as- 
sociation until the supreme court of 
North Carolina passes upon this ques- 
tion. Deductions'will be made against 
all members who have failed to de- 
liver their entire crpp to the^ associa- 
tion if and when the supreme court 
sustains the opinion of the associa- 
tion directors in their imterpertation 
of the co-operative contract which 
calls for all the tobacco produced by 
a member directly or indirectly as 
a producer or landlord. 


Today's decision of the elected di- 


rectors of the tobacco growers co- 
operative association was taken be- 
cause of the desire to treat all mem- 
bers in a fair and uniform manner 
following the recent rulings by three 
circuit judges preventing the associ- 
ation from deducting damages from 
landlords for deliveries 
outside of 


the association by their tenants in 
the cases of about a dozen members, 


according to announcement of the 
board. 


The policy of tho association to ro- 


qufre delivery of all tobacco 
from 


tho lands of members ns set forth 
in the contract wan reiterated last 
year In a Htatcment sent to all mem- 
bers of the tobacco association 
In 


Its monthly publication for December 
1922. 
and has wince been repeatedly 


endorsed by members in tlio Caro- 
llnas and Virginia at meetings of the 
local and county units of the tobac- 
co 
co-operative, according to Sec- 


retary llson of tho association. 


Directors fj-om North Carolina, Vir- 


ginia and South Carolina today em- 
phasized their desire to deal fairly 
with the .entire membership of the 
association ' by sustaining tho repeat- 
ed domunds of loyal members to pro- 
tect them against the practice- of all 
owing tobacco from 
the farms of

onw and In temporarily suspending 
penalties 
against 
some 
members 


whose tenants have sold tobacco from 
their lands outside of the associa- 
tion while others have avoided such 
penalties for the time being through 
an appeal to the courts.

There Is, 
tiowever, in these bloodless memorial 
battles a moral value that is worth 
while. And that of the battle of New 
Market is MI this category. 


The chief reason -for selecting it for 


commemorattHn ".-was undou- 
o do honor to the corps of 


the "Virginia 
Military 


Institute, who rendered such splen- 
did service on that field to the Con- 
federate forces. The rehearsal was a 
tribute to the dashing and soldierly 
qualities which these youngsters dis- 
pia>ed there. Northern participants 
In that famous action expressed as 
much admiration 
for the splendid 


coolness and brilliant aggressiveness 
which%these bra\e boys exhibited as 
did their own friends 
And nothing 


could more clearly Indicate how far 
we have gotten away from the bit- 
terness of the Civil War than the 
fact that the United States - govern- 
ment now celebrates its own defeat 
and glorifies the gallantry of a South- 
ern army and the strategy of a South- 
ern general. 
It is a mistake to assume that New 


Market commemorates especially the 
heroism of extreme youth. One mem- 
ber of the corps was only fourteen 
years old. but the average age of the 
cadets was about seventeen and a half 
years. There were some 01 er twenty- 
one, numbers o^er twenty and more 
over nineteen than 
under sixteen. 


There were thousands of men in both 
Northern and Southern armie= who 
after serving four years in the war 
had scarcely attained their majority 
when the end came.

To Shoot Grouse 


(By Th* AModated Prase) 


, Sept. 25.—Grouse shoot- 
ing again has resumed the preemin- 
ence aa a •Dcial function that it held 
before the war. 
During the conflict 
the men who could shoot were far too 
busy at much grimmer business, for 
the most part, to find time for shoot- 
ing birds. But this year shoting is 
more popular than ever before. 


On the opening day of the season 
the rush for the Scotch moors was so 
great that 30 trains, fully laden, left 
London for the land of the heather. 
And it was not a cheap crowd that 
filled them. Grouse shooting is the 
most expensive sport to be had in the 
United Kingdom. Unless a man be 
fairly well endowed with this world's 
goods, he cannot hope to do much 
shooting on the moors. 


A popular host who rents one of the 
best stocked grouse moors in Scot- 
land, and likes his guests to have a 
good time regardless of expense, es- 
timates that ever}' grouse brought 
down by his party costs him five dol- 
lars. It would be far cheaper to buy 
tbe birds in the open market. 
* arouse shooting has gone up since 
the war. It costs at least double what 
it did In those far off days. And yet 
there are some Englishmen who 
maintain more than was pigeon shoot- 
ing. ( But today no man who values 
his reputation as a sportsman would 
engage in pigeon shooting. 
It is predicted that the day soon 
will come when grouse shooting will 
be regarded a* unsportsmanlike. And 
for much the same reason as applied 
to pigeon shooting. It does not give 
the bird a fair chance. It makes the 
killing of them easy. In grouse shoot- 
Ing the object la to secure as big a 
"bag" as possible, and the grouse can 
hardly" be said to have a sporting 
chance for their lives. The shooter is 
concealed behind a "butt" with a 
gamekeeper to load his gun for him. 
A small army of beaters is engaged to 
drive the birds on the "buts." The 
shooters get notice that the birds are 
coming. They have not a chance to 
dodge him. He sees them before they 
see him. and they fall an easy victim 
to his gun.

Coart's Counsel To 


File New Motion 


(By The Associated FMM.) 


ATLANTA, Ga.. Sept 26.—Counsel 


for Major Lee H. Coart, retired army 
officer, today were preparing- to file a 
motion for rehearing by the Georgia 
Supreme court, following an opinion 
handed down by that tribunal late 
yesterday denying Msjor Coart a new 
trial on a charge of murder growing 
out of the death of A. B .McNcice, 
county school superintendent at Tal- 
botton. Georgia, in October, 1921. 


Major Coart was convicted and sen- 
tenced to serve life following one of 
the most sensational trials in Georgia 
history. 


It became national in prominence 
becattse the defense was contending 
that Coart killed McNeJce about Co- 
art's wife whllo the state 
charged 
that the 
defendant killed 
McNeice 


about McNelce's wife. 


The former army officer, married 
to a member of a prominent Georgia 
family, according to evidence, shot 
and killed the school official In the 
latter's office. 


The prosecution contended Coart 


took McNeice'* life "because of an 
abandoned Infatuation 
for 
Celeste 


McNeice, going the length even of 
murder when Mrs. McNeice told him 
that 'nothing but death could part 
her from her husband'." 
That was why Coart killed, the 
state said, claiming that he wan in- 
fatuated enough to believe that with 
McNeice out o fthe way he could win 
his wife. Coart in an unsworn state- 
ment to the jury declared he had 
been to McNeice three times "about 
his notorious conduct in regard to
